WHEN  TO  PLANT 

Spring  planting  from  March  15  until  May.  Fall  planting  from  October  15 
until  ground  freezes.  Evergreens  may  also  be  planted  in  August  and  September 
if  we  have  sufficient  rain. 

HOW  TO  PLANT 

Be  sure  to  dig  holes  large  enough  to  admit  roots  without  cramping.  Pack  soil 
tightly  around  roots  and  use  plenty  of  water.  Water  frequently  during  dry  spells. 
Do  not  water  plants  during  the  heat  of  the  day;  morning  or  evening  is  better.
